Transportation 
On 97th Street 


Members of the Garment Work- 
ers’ Union, through their delegate 
to the Trades and Labor Council 
Monday asked that action be 
taken to secure better transporta- 
tion facilities for workers at the 
Great Western Garment factory. 


Mrs. A. Cox, garment workers’ 
delegate to the council, told the 
trades body membership that em- 
ployees at the factory had to stand 


for a considerable time waiting on 
street while loaded street 
car after street car passed them up 

She said with the approach of 
cold weather this created a serious 
situation for these workers, many 
of whom had to wait more than an 
hour to board a street car. 

It was decided that a commitiee 
of the Trades and Labor Council 
meet the transportation committee 
of city council to find a solution. 

Some criticism was levelled at 
the operation methods of the 
street railway, but street railway 
delegates told members that 
everything possible was being 
done to give the best service 
possible. Every available street 
car was in service during the rush 
hours, it was stated. 

Ald. Sidney Parsons, president 
of the Trades Council, said that the 
only solution to the transportation 
difficulties was the obtaining of 
additional vehicles These were 
not available at present, he said, 
and added that when it was pro- 
posed to purchase two buses’ to give 
service to workers in the Calder 
jistrict the Dominion Transit Con- 
troller turned down the propos: 

He said that greatly increased. 
population and inability to get more 
vehicles was the main cause of the 
passing up of passengers in the 
peak hours, and not operational de

HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS 

Johy Pollock said that one of 
the bottlenecks which might be 
eliminated was the persistent use 
by high school students of the 
street cars long after school hours, 
He said that an effort should be 
made to have these students in the 
home neighborhood prior to the 
peak traffic periods. He suggested 
that school hours might be stag- 
gered to relieve congestion 

Car! E. Berg expressed the 
opinion that a solution of the 


problem could be reached through 
a conference with the transporta 
tion committee of council. One 
possible solution might be re- 
turn in part to the two-man car 
system. 

He said that appeals have been 
made to housewives to do their 
shopping in the off-peak hours, but 
judging from the number of women 
who patronized the street cars dur 
ing the peak hours the plea had 
not been acted upon, and in conse-

Figures in a Book 


The cardinal! mistake of the Hon. J. L. 
lisley, as reflected in his recent budget, is 
his failure to remember that the true in- 
come of Canada is not a money income bul 
a commodity income. Money forms no part 
©. the income of this country or of any 
other country. Yet all through the budget, 
great stress im laid on the money end 
while the great source of income of wealth, 
which is production, is almost entirely for- 
gotten, 

The whole economic life of Canada 
depends upon production. If we keep the 
production of the country at a maximum, 
we will enjoy full employment and a full 
income, 

Yet production is frequently treated, 
and is treated in the budget, in an abstract 
manner ag though it were a sideline to the 
money system. This attitude mistakes the 
shadow for the substance 

The money system is no more than 
figures in a book, It only reflects what use 
we are making of our productive system 
Surely the time has come when Canada’s 
finance minister should come down to 
earth and be a realist in this respect. 

Heavy income taxes on low-salaried 
workers and on overtime aré creating dis- 
content in labor and are slowing up the 
machinery of Canada’s production. They 
are helping to rob Canada of her only 
real wealth. They are reducing her true 
national income. 

Surely to ignore this fact and to worry 
about figures in a book is not the kind of 
financial direction Canadians should ex- 
pect from their national capita! 


Dried Out Again 

In the eastern half of Alberta and the 
western half of Saskatchewan 2000 town- 
ships—townships, it is to be noted—have 
produced crops so poor that 1945 goes on 
the official record as an “emergency year” 
over that vast area. ; 

Which means that the farmers in. this 
tract could not carry on without help from 
the Dominion treasury under the Prairie 
Farm Assistance Act. They are to get re- 
lief grants in the amounts set under this 
legislation, grants calculated sufficient to 
see them through until the 1946 crop 
ripens 

These 3000 townships comprise 108,000 
Sections of land, enough for 216,000 half- 
Section farms, or 432,000 quarter-section 
farms, such as are quite common in the 
country about Edmonton 

Since 1939 there has been only one year 
when it was not necessary to declare 
“emergency” conditions existing over a 


large, though varying, part of this terr- 
tory. 

The “dry belt” problem is both real 
and big and persistent. It costs nearly 


every year the loss of what could be grown 
On an enormous acreage if only the land 
could be in some way supplied with enough 
water, That loss to the national econom 
is the serious joss. What has to be paid out 
to the farmers on the unproductive land is 
a trifle in comparison 
The fertility of this great area is pot 
in question, soil ig rich It has al! the 
elements necessary to plant life and croy 
tion. All that is lacking is water 
the rehabilitation scheme hundreds 
perbaps thdusands, of farms have been re-

deemed from complete sterility in dry 
years and made to contribute substantially, 
season after season, to the support of the 
farm families. : 

But this small-scale plan of partial re- 
demption is slow, and ineffective in the 
broad way. It would be betier business to 
Spend ten times as much on reclamation 
projects and get ten times the results. One 
good crop from the dry belt—and it has 
produced many of them—would pay for 
building dams, creating reservoirs, plant- 
ing forest tracts, and creating irrigation 
systems on a wholesale scale

The Meat Goes Through 


The strike of longsboremén in British 
ports has not checked the movement of 
meat from the Dominion oversea. Ship- 
ments are in fact at an all-time high. So 
reports the Meat Board, adding that 110,- 
000,000 pounds were cleared or marked for 
clearance during October. 

This will relieve some quite understand- 
able and spreading apprehension in Can- 
ada that the meat movement was being 
blocked by the strike. It was not at all a 
pleasant thought to the Canadian consumer 
that the extra pound or so he wanted but 
couldn't have might get no farther than 
the dock-side at Riverpool or London. Nor 
reassuring to the cattle-grower that a 
bottle-neck on the other side of the Atlan- 
tic might =g the storage places on this 
ya Fags shut off the demand for his fat 
cattle, 


This, the Board says, hasn't happened, « 


and does not seem likely to happen. There 
is, it explains, enough refrigerator space on 
ships now available to handle all the meat 
that is ready for shipment, 

This is official assurance that what the 
Canadian consumer is doing without is 
actually reaching = consumer in Britain.

MANILA, Nov. 6—(BUP)—Wit- 
nesses ranging from an 1l-year-ola 
girl to an army major told today 
how the Japanese burned alive, 
decapitated, bayonetted and other- 


wise tortured to death 4,000 civil- 
ians in the Intramuros—Manila’s 
ancient walled city—last February 


Gen. Tomoyuki Yamashita, on 
trial for his life for responsibility 
for these and other mass murders 
totalling in the tens of thousands, 
doodied with a pencil and avoid- 
ed the eyes of witnesses as the 
recital of his forces’ unparalleled 
savagery went through its eighth 
day. 

A Spanish Catholic priest testi- 
fied that the Japanese also impris- 
oned 6,000 men, women and children 
in St. Augustine's church, then rap- 
ed the women in the priests’ rooms 
and slew hundreds of the men 

Eleven-year-old Rosalinda Andoy, 
pretty in her freshly-pressed pink 
dress, took the witness stand and 
told between sobs how she was or- 
phaned in the Intramuros massacre 


“My father was killed by the 
Japs,” she said, barely able to hold 
back the tears. “My mother is no 
more. She was bayonetted to death 


beside me. 1 was bayonetted 38 
times.”

Variety always aids in inducing 
the turkeys to increase the intake 
of feed and from about the mid- 
dle of October, when the supply 
of grain feed is getting scarce, 's 
a good time to add any extra feed- 
ing which may be desired 


Moist mashes are palatable and 
most acceptable to turkeys when 
fed in limited quantities in the 
middie of the day These ar< 
merely the regular growing mash 
moistened for each feeding with 
skim milk or water, although milk 
is better. To keep the birds with 


good appetites, they should be fed 
slightly less than they will eat up 
clean at each feeding 


LIGHT FEED 

About three weeks before the

Make sure that the corn is 
dry and free from mould. New corn 
should be fed sparingly at first and 
particularly so unless s been 
we pened.

CONDEMNATION DUE

At the same time, Mr. Howe 
said that perhaps the local of the 
union which controlled the plant 
had not been “too well managed 
locally.” There had been “con- 
Stant friction” and usually both

It had been suggested in the Ford 
debate in the house that low wages 
had been the cause of the friction, 
but Mr. Howe said he thought that 
would hardly stand up. The average 
wage paid in the plant for the last 
five years was the highest paid in 
any plant in Canada. 

As a matter of fact, no dispute in- 
volving wages was paramount in 
the discussion. The issue was s0- 
called union security.

PARTIES UNWILLING 


The labor legislation in Canada 
was advanced legislation.

Mr. Howe said many members 
had suggested the appointment of 
a controfer to settle the Ford dis- 
pute, which meant in effect that 
the government would expropri- 
ate the plant. 

“I doubt very much that the 
government is in a position to oper- 
ate a plant manufacturing automo- 
biles in a competitive market”, said 
Mr. Howe. “I doubt whether there 
would be public support for a step 
of that kind’ 

Earlier, Stanley Knowles (CCF- 
Winnipeg North Centre) demand- 


jed the withdrawal of RCMP from 


the strike scene. 


WITHDRAW MOUNTIES 


Mr. Knowles said that if the fed- 
eral government wished to avoid 
trouble the best thing it could do 
was to withdraw the RCMP, 

The reason the federal govern- 
ment had advanced for sending 
the RCMP to Windsor was “a 
sob story on behalf of property 


which got under my skin”, For 
many weeks the workers and 
their families at Windsor had 


been without livelihood but the 
government's answer to matters 
concerning them was definitely 
“no”, 

Mr. Knowles said he believed the 
Federal Government had been mis- 
led by the Ontario Progressive Con- 
servative government and that the 
Federal Government would regret 
having sent the RCMP to Windsor
